Armed Services Committee, and brought him up-to-date on the Senate 
hearings on the Agency retirement legislation in response to his questions 
concerning a requested actuarial projection of the Agency fund and the 
projection of Agency retirement under CIARDS. I told him that I expected 
the material would be ready the first of the week. He told me in all 
probability the Committee will hold any further action until' the Senate bill 
is received even though 2100 has been approved by the Senate. He indicated 
that he cannot forecast at this time whether the full 2100 will be approved by 
the Committee. 

We discussed in some detail the Defense Department planning for the
